PROCEEDINGS OP PUBLIC COMPANIES. 


—-- 
WEST WHEAL BROTHERS MINING COMPANY. 

A special general meeting of the shareholders was held at the offices, on 
Thursday, the 5th inst. 

Cuagies Witkinson, Esq., in the chair. 

The advertisement having been read, the secretary proceeded to read 
the report. It stated that the directors could not report so favourably of 
the mine as they had at first confidently expected they should have 
been able; but their disappointment was easily accounted for ; their 
hopes had rested chiefly upon the supposed riches of the adjoining mine, 
at a greater depth than it then was, but it had failed in that mine, and 
consequently this had turned out an unfortunate adventure. From the 
reports which had been made by mining captains appointed by them to 
inspect the mine, they, the directors, would advise that no further call be 
made, or any further outlay incurred, as it seemed to be apparent that the 
state of ‘the mine was such as not to warrant any further expenditure. A 
statement of the accounts was presented, showing a balance from the last 
account of 2782/., to which was added, on account of ores sold, 3781/., 
making a total of 3160/. The balance in hand amounted to 726/., the 
liabilities to 1397. 6s. 3d. ; leaving 5331. available. Reports from Captains 
Rickard, Rowe, Williams, and Carpenter, were read; from which it 
appeared that their general opinion was, that the mine should not be 
further prosecuted. 

A SHAREHOLDER presented himself, and said he represented 1500 
shares held by Mr. Lowe, of Birmingham (not the Mr. Lowe the vendor 
and one of the directors). He intended to advocate a further call being 
made, as it was his opinion, as well as Mr. Lowe’s, that such would be 
beneficial to the mine. He felt sure that the Cornish party wished to get 
the mine into their own hands. 

Mr. WILKINsow (not the chairman) said there had been a gross decep- 
tion practised upon the company; there were prospects held out to them 
which were calculated to mislead The flourishing statements in the pro- 
spectus would induce any one to buy the shares at any price, the directors 
must be answerable for it ; it would be taken as their opinion of the mine 
although it was issued, he had no doubt, at Mr. Lowe’s representations, 
which could not be borne out by facts. Now, as he was a great share- 
holder, and much disappointed at the results of the concern, he should 
like to have a little explanation ; he would ask Mr. Lowe if he retained 
his interest in the mine to the amount put forth in the prospectus, one- 
half ?—Mr. Lowe said he did not retain it; he had now only 1600 shares. 

Mr. WILKINsoN, and several other SHAREHOLDERS, said they took 
their interest in the mine, thinking that Mr. Lowe meant to retain the 
portion he first held—the prospectus certainly gave them so to understand. 

The CuarrMan said, he for his part could not see any reason why such 
a construction should be put upon it, as the stipulation was, that Mr. 
Lowe should hold his shares to the amount of half the interest of the 
mine for six months, and should then be at liberty to dispose of them. 

Mr, Simpson wished to know what reason there could be in this, ex- 
cept to run the concern up to a premium ? he also had to remark upon an 
item in the accounts; it was there stated, that the balance brought over 
was, ‘‘less, thirty shares not taken,’’ he should like to know the reason 
why this was not mentioned in the last account. 

The CaatrMan said, the fact was, that a party had promised to take 
them up, but he now was not able to do so—the directors taking it for 
granted, that the party would pay, had before reckoned it as money paid. 

Mr. Srupson thought it extraordinary that the directors“should say 
they had received the money when they had not. 

Mr. WILKINsoN, to “ cut matters short,’’ proposed three resolutions, 
to the effect, that there should be a committee of five shareholders, to in- 
vestigate all the matters relating to the purchase of the mine from Mr. 
Lowe (a director), and who should be authorised to call upon Mr. Lowe 
for proofs of the representations he had put forward in the prospectus, 
that he had obtained so much from the mine, &c. That they should have 
power to call for all books and popers, and should, if possible, get their 
report ready in the space of a month. 

The CuarrMan, thought there could be no reason for Mr. Lowe to 
give up any of his accounts ; this, however, was overruled, and the reso- 
lutions were carried. The committee was also appointed. 

The Drrectogs then brought before the meeting the question, whether 
the mine should be any longer carried on. 

The Cudrrman said, he would give his candid opinion, that it was not 
worth it, and he thought the captains report would decide the question. 

Some SHarenotpers, however, thought differently, and Mr. Gar- 


thought it probable that there was a party wishing to get the concern 
into their hands, who might, be frustrated if the company continued to 


work for some short time longer. 
the works for a longer time, 

Mr. Lows, the direetor (his brother), inquired if he was competetit to 
judge, thatthe gave his opinions so strongly ? He wished to know if Mr. 
Lowe of Birmingham, was a miner or a ‘‘ cockney ?’’ Some shareholders 
expressed, their opinion, that he might be both. Mr. Lowe, however, did 
not seem to think his opinion was entitled to much weight, and some discus- 
sion on the subject ensued, in which Mr. Lowe was asked, if he would 
consent to withdraw his dues, to enable the shareholders to work with 
better spirit if it was determined to prosecute it further ?—Mr. Lowe 
replied, he did not see why he should be called upon to relinquish any 
thing, as no disposition to @ so appeared in other parties. He was then 
asked if he would consent to buy back the mine, in order to alleviate in 
some small degree the distress of the proprietors, the shareholders think- 
ing, that as he had got 11,000/. out of them, he might now afford to give 
them a “‘ good turn.’’ Mr. Lowe, however, remained deaf to their entrea- 
ties, saying his mine was open to anybody, who might choose to come in 
and work it, but he did not intend doing so himself. 

The SHarenopers finding all hopes of disposing of their property 
rested in their own endeavours, came to the conclusion, that it would be 
best to carry on the works for one month longer, and further passed 
a resolution, ‘‘ That the direetors should be authorized to dispose of the 
materials, machinery, &c. by private contract.’”’ It was then resolved, 
‘That the meeting be adjourned till this day month, to receive the 
report of the committee, and to determine upon the advantage or other- 
wise, of abandoning the mine.’’ Thanks having been voted to the 
chairman, the meeting adjourned. 





GREAT WHEAL PROSPER MINING COMPANY. 


The first general meeting of the shareholders was held at the City of 
London Tavern, on Saturday, the 30th ult. 

Witiiam M. Tuomas, Esq., in the chair. 

The Secretary read the report, which gave very flattering accounts 
of the mine ; it stated that the set or property was intersected by no less 
than thirteen lodes, which all run through adjacent mines of worth and note. 
With this store of treasure, the directors deemed it impossible that the 
mine could turn out otherwise than very productive: the steam power 
employed was sufficient to work the mine to the depth of 150 fathoms. 

REPORT. 

The situation of this mine with regard to the Gwennap great mining dis- 
trict, which contains the most productive and profitable mines in the whole 
country, is so obviously advantageous as to render any lengthened details un- 
necessary. It must be evident toall, that a mine traversed by those of the Great 
Consolidated mine lodes, all the Wheal Unity lodes (one excepted), lodes 
which taken together, have realised in these mines, in Gwennap, enormous 
profits, the total of which cannot easily be estimated; a mine so situated 
will not fail being productive and profitable to the shareholders. In driving 
an adit, only four fathoms deep, one hundred and sixty-two fathoms in 
length, thirteen of these lodes have been intersected, the greater number of 
which produce good samples of tin and copper ores. One lode in particular, 
has already yielded several tons of good copper ores. The steam-engine, of 
the sixty inch cylinder was set to work on the 23rd of June last. The engine- 
shaft is now twenty fathoms from the surface, the stedm-engine being of 
ample power to sink and prove either—on the whole uf these numerous and 
valuable lodes, at least 150 fathoms in depth, the period when returns will 
be realised cannot be distant. 

A statement of the accounts was submitted, showing, on the debit side, 
11,7454. received for deposits, which, with the amount of deposit on 4255 
shares unsold, gave a total of 16,000/. ; the disbursements amounted to 
16,2032. 14s., including the purchase-money, 5000/., or leaving the com- 
pany in debt to the directors 203/. 14s., besides which there was an ac- 
count of 301/. 19s. 2d., claimed by Mr. Musgrave, which w:s unsettled. 

Mr. Bet rose to move the reception of the report, but with the ac- 
counts he felt dissatisfied—it was with the last item of 300/., claimed by 
Mr. Musgrave. It was, he supposed, for his commission on the sale of 
the shares given him for that purpose ; he must also have charged com- 
mission on the shares he bought for himself for his qualification as di- 
rector ; here, then, the company was at the expense of Mr. Musgrave pro- 
viding for himself his qualification for a seat in the direction. He would 
ask if this were fair? He would also inquire if the other directors had 
charged commission on the shares they disposed of ? 

The CuarrMan answered, No. 

Mr. Musgrave’s ATToRNEY said, he was sure that he wished only to do 
what was fair, and what the other directors had done, and agreed, after a 
little conversation, that Mr. Musgrave should hand over 445 shares held 
by him. The report and accounts were then received and approved. 

Mr. Pipe, from Manchester, stated that he appeared on behalf of se- 
veral shareholders resident there, who were anxious that he should attend 
this meeting, and make such inquiries as were calculated to dispel their 
ignorance of the proceedings of the company. He proceeded, in the first 
place, to inquire if a London establishment was necessary ? and if there 
were not some expenses which might be curtailed, including, amongst 
others, the salaries of the directors? at the same time remarking, that 
some directors were paid in proportion to the profits of the mine, which 
he thought no bad plan. He wished to know also, if any vouchers could 
be produced for the purchase-money ? and put several questions on points 
of a minor nature. He found, by an original prospectus, that there were 
to be five directors ; to the best of his belief, there were now only three. 
He suggested that, in case of a vacancy, the filling such vacancy up 
should be left with the shareholders. 

The CHarrMan expressed his regret at the ignorance of the Manches- 
ter shareholders, which he attributed to the fault of Mr. Lucas, and pro- 
ceeded to enlighten the Manchester deputy, remarking, by the way, that 
all these questions had been very satisfactorily disposed of at a numerous 
meeting held lately in Liverpoof. In answer to the first question, he 
thought the number of shareholders resident in London was qaite suf- 
ficient to warrant an establishment being there kept up; besides which, 
it was the most central place for the various country shareholders. In 
respect to the second, he could answer for it that every economy was 
duly attended to. As regarded the directors salary, he could tell the 
proprietors, that it was only the fact of there being several concerns 
under their eye, that enabled them to give their services so cheaply to 
this company. The time, the labour, and the attention bestowed by him 
to the interests of the company, was but ill repaid by 250/. per annum ; 
and as for its being reduced, he would not take one penny less. The 
same reason applied to the captain’s salary ; he could not devote his time 
to this company for the consideration of 8/. 8s. a month, if he had not 
some other mines to attend to, which made it worth his while. Requisite 
vouchers supplied ‘or the payment of the purchase-money could be produced. 
It was true that, according to the prospectus first issued, there should be 
five directors ; four were appointed, and one was left blank for Liverpool ; 
it was afterwards determined that it was best to have three only, one 
member having disqualified, and at the same time striking out the seat 
that was left biank for Liverpool. In case of a vacancy occurring, the 
directors had reserved to themselves the power of nominating a candidate, 
subject to the approval of the shareholders. He, for his part, had seen 
enough of mining to know that this was the best plan; he had known 
directions in themselves excellent, completely marred by the shareholders 
having the power to nominate and appoint a director to fill any vacancy 
that might occur. He was determined to exercise this power, and if he 
could not, he would at once resign ; in fact, he knew companies, and in- 
deed he himself had some in embryo, in which there was to be but one 
director, and he was to fill that distinguished post. He could tell the 
meeting that, from the effects of shareholders having the nomination of 
their own directors, he had personally been a loser to an immense amount 
—indeed, it might appear almost fabulous, not less than one million of 
money sterling. This was enough to make a man prudent and cautious, 
and he having imbibed experience from it, was fixed in his determination. 
A worthy Proprietor expressed his fears that it was the chairman’s 
intention to ‘‘ turn them all to the right-about,”’ if they did not comply 
with every iota of the chairman’s wishes. 

The CuarrMAN allayed his fears on this point, and proceeded—that 
though he had been attacked on all sides by the Stock Exchange, as well 
as the press—here the honourable gentleman paused, and excepted us 
from participating in so maligning him and his good Plane leat: te not- 
withstanding all this, he had turned up some of the best mines in the

The chairman then reminded the meet 
that there were still 4255 shares not taken up; he asked if any One pre, 
sent would have the ‘ fool-hardiness ” to take these shafes to himself 
He then continued, that he would evince this ‘‘ fool-hardiness”*’ by taking 
them, and paying up the deposits upon all, a step which would md 
them such an addition of funds as to make it unnecessary to have cl. 
it was his confidence in the undertaking that induced him to do this & 
he felt assured that they had in hand very valuable property. } 

A vote of thanks was unanimously passed to the chairman for the 
handsome manner in which he had relieved the company of the burden of 
the 4255 shares that had not been taken up.—It was also resolved, ‘ That 
this meeting acknowledges the candid, open, and business-like manne 
which Mr. Pipe has displayed in his conduct this day.’’ 

The CaairMAn again desired Mr. Pipe to give notice of his intende 
journey to Manchester ; he said he trusted he should be able to dispel any 
ignorance that might there prevail relative to their affairs, after which the 
meeting adjourned.

had some few observations to offer with regard to the first item, that of 
the balance brought forward, 7399/.

Our attention having been directed to the ey re held out by this line of 
railway, not only to the shareholders, but to Ireland, we are induced to 
take up the subject with the twofold consideration of the benefits likely to 
accrue to both parties from the completion of the undertaking. We need 
hardly say, if it be of advantage to Ireland, on the grounds assumed—the in- 
creased traffic and business which it would naturally create—it must be equally 
so to the sharcholders ; the data on which the estimates are drawn being the 
present transit of passengers and goods. On referring to the evidence 
adduced before the House of Commons, more minutely than we had an 
opportunity of doing at the time when we briefly referred to the subject on a 
previous occasion, we must say that the result of our examination has not 
fon | been of a satisfactory nature to us, but we are convinced will be deemed 
such by those shareholders who may consult the documents to which we have 
referred, convinced as we are that they will arrive at the same conclusion as 
ourselves, viz., that by an early completion of the undertaking, they will secure a 
lasting benefit to Ireland, and an ample return to themselves for the capital 
invested. We have before observed that within the past two or three years, 
several projects have been brought forward for the construction of lines of 
railway in Ireland, but with the exception of that between Dublin and 
Kingstown, we are not aware that any active steps have been taken in 
carrying the projected measures into execution. In England we have several 
which are quickly advancing to completion ; and we must confess, comparing 
the estimates as we have done, between several of those established on this 
side the channel with that of the line under notice, the advantages of the latter, 
taking into consideration the parliamentary grant or loan, are far superior. 
In Ireland a line of railroad of any exfent has never been put in practice, and 
the increase of transit which would arise from the facility of communication, 
is therefore unknown; and possessing, as that country does, so many 
resources, which require only facilities, such as railroads and other projects, 
having for their objectleconomy of time and labour to develope them, we 
cannot doubt but that the results will fully justify the expectations of the 
projectors of this measure. 

Taking then, the report of the committee of the House of Commons as our 

ide, we find that a large portion of the subscribed capital of the company 
is held by parties locally interested in the line, in which list are included the 
names of many landed proprietors, who it may be observed have almost, 
without an exception, afforded every aid to the company in the prosecution 
of the undertaking. The committee report, ‘‘That the present means of 
conveyance and communication between the proposed termini of the railway 
are insufficient for agricultural, commercial, and manufacturing purposes ;”’ 
and “‘ that a great anxiety exists on the part of the millers and maltsters in 
the districts traversed by the railway, for the establishment of a more safe 
and speedy communication with Dublin.”” Among the advantages attendant 
on this line, are the ‘‘ extraordinary facilities afforded in its construction, there 
being no engineering difficulties to contend with, and there being neither inclined 
planes nor anyjtunnel on the line,’’ “‘ the fitness of the projected line of railway, 
inan engineering point of view, appearing to be unusually great.’’ The extent of 
the line, we{may observe, is about seventy-three miles, more than one-half of 
which is on a level; and the steepest gradient on the remainder not exceed- 
ing one in 500. The total cost of coustruction of the railway, including 
the varions stations, locomotive engines, &c., as appeared by the estimates 
submitted to the committee, is 783,400/., and the annual expense of main- 
taining the railway is set down at forty per cent. upon the income ; which 
latter is estimated at nearly 200,000/; per annum ; and which we are in- 
duced to say, from the circumstance of the calculations having been made prin - 
cipally, as we understand, by Mr. MacNeil, to whom, in conjunction with Mr. 
Aher, the completion of this undertaking is entrusted, may be considered 
as correct data. The annual net revenue—‘ the calculation being based 
simply on the trade now existing between the termini, and doubling the coach 
passengers only’’—the committee report will yield a profit of 13% per cent., 
which would accrue to the shareholders.§ The committee in closing their 
report ‘‘ strongly recommend this undertaking to the consideration of the 
House, as well for the several reasons above stated, as the benefits to be 
expected from the expenditure of a large private capital already subscribed, 
for the execution of a work which has received the almost unanimous 
approval of the owners, lessees, and occupiers of land along the whole line; 
and in support of which a'strong feeling has been expressed by the inhabitants 
of the districts ‘through ;which it passes.” 

We deem it unnecessary to enter into the details which are appended to 
the report, and from whence these deductions are drawn, and shall therefore 
briefly review the report of the directors and engineers, and the minutes of 
evidence adduced. It appears from these ducuments, that there are thirty- 
three towns between Dublin and Kilkenny; nine of which contain a popula- 
tion each of above 1500, and making a gross population in the parishes on 
the line, of 96,801 ; that of the counties, 1,089,255. 

The evidence afforded as to the number of passengers and goods, which 
would pass over the line is given at great length, and the tables produced, 
made up from official documents, in most fnstances, fully warrant the esti- 
mates on which the calculation of returns are based. The statements of Mr. 
David Aher and Mr. John MacNeill, the engineers employed, we have read 
with much interest, and recommend a perusal of them, as affording con- 
vincing arguments of the advantages which may be calculated on, as attend- 
ing the completion of the undertaking. The circumstanee of the “ dissents ’’ 
on the line being so insignificant, being sixteen only in number, while the 
assents are 600 along a line of seventy-three miles, and/there being but two 
instances of landed proprietors dissenting, is an important consideration ;—in 
England the assents rarely exceeding the dissents by a greater majority than 
three to one. 

The first 33 miles will form a main trunk, embracing the trade and inter- 
course of the Metropolis, from whence it divides itself into two great 
branches ; the one through Kilkenny towards Cork and the south, and the 
other towards Limerick and the west, the line from Dublin to Limerick 
not exceeding the length of the fpresent mail coach road. From Kil- 
kenny the line admits of direct extension to{;the harbours of Cork, Bear- 
haven, Valentia, and Waterford; to the last of which, a line of rail- 
way has been surveyed by Mr. Richard Griffiths, government engineer. 
The cost of the line from Dublin to Kilkenny is represented in the report of 
engineers as being inconceivably small, the amount per mile not exceeding 
10,750/., while on the London and Birmingham line, a sum equal to the whole 
capital of this company, according tothe firstestimates, which have since been 
considerably increased, will be expended on excavations and embankments 
alone—the quantity of cutting being twelve million cubic yards, and embank- 
ment eleven millions. The levels, we have already remarked, are highly 
favourable, there being one single level of 31? miles, while no railroad in 
Great Britain can, we believe, show one of four miles. We have, we think, 
said sufficient to induce parties to examine for themselves, the result of 
which will, doubtless,}be the! active prosecution and completion of the un- 
dertaking. 








THE IRON TRADE. 

The quarterly meetings of the Staffordshire and Shropshire iron masters 
take place next week. 

Never were the prospects of this trade more cheering” than at present. 
Orders are daily flowing in, and the price of the metal is consequently 
on the increase. We have it from good authority that 9/. per ton has 
been refused by some of the large masters for bar iron.—Monmouth- 
shire Merlin. 

On the 18th ult.,' at a meeting of the iron-masters, a further advance 
of bar-iron took place of 20s. per ton. 

The anticipated increase of price on iron, which we announced through 
our correspondent a short time since, bas been realised, as an advance on 
bars of sixty-seven per cent. is now quoted, and corresponding terms on 
that of pigs. But this even only nominal, as the iron-masters will not 
receive any orders but what are subject to the terms at which it may be 
sold when shipments are made, which from their heavy demands they will 
not submit to any period but what is discretionary with themselves.— 
Western Times. 

Large cargoes of iron are now weekly exported from Ulverston to Ant- 
werp. ‘This may appear singular to those who know of the richness in 
this mineral with which the Netherlands abound ; but it ought to be more 
generally known that the finest iron in the world is that produced from 
the ore of our neighbourhood.— Kendal Mercury.

FOREIGN ORES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Six,—The imports of foreign ores seem again to attract the attention 
of the Cornish miners. In the month of May, 1833, a deputation from 
Cornwall, composed of the most influential men in the county, waited 
upon Lord Auckland, the then President of the Board of Trade, for the 
avowed purpose of inducing the Government to impose a duty of 122. per 
ton on copper smelted from foreign ores. The evidence furnished to 
Lord Auckland at the time, proved conclusively that the English miner 
had, in the extra expenses of freights, insurances, and charges paid in this 
country by the importers of foreign ores, a protecting duty equal to at 
least 12/.,* if not 15/. per ton on foreign copper—and, again, the mono- 
poly of the home market. I need not add, perhaps, that the prayer of 
he petition was refused. 

Since that period the importations of foreign ores have been gradually 
increasing, owing, in some measure, to the ores of Chili being forwarded 
to this country, in place of being,“as formerly, smelted in Chili, and the 
copper sent to India and the United States; and likewise to the increased 
production of the Cobre mines, in the island of Cuba. In the face, how- 
ever, of this gradual increase in the imports, we have had a continued rise 
in the standard, and which was only checked by the commercial crisis of 
last winter, 

I will ask the manufacturers of Great Britain, at what rate will copper 
be doled out to them, if left at the tender mercy of Mr. Budge and his 
Cornish supporters ? The duty asked, of 12/. per ton, would have had 
the effect of advancing prices in France, in the first instance ; and that 
prejudice against the quality of our copper, which has been daily losing 
ground, would have been revived, and the consumption again confined to 
Russian copper. May it not be supposed that the mixture of the rich 
foreign ores with the comparative poor ones of Cornwall, has had the 
effect of producing a better quality of copper? 1 believe it is only very 
recently that the French Government use our copper for sheathing their 
vessels of war. 

‘* Mercator,”’ in your Journal of last week, estimates at 70,000/. the 
profits derived by the underwriters and shipowners from these importations. 
He may edd 30,000/. for the landing charges, smelting, shipping charges, 
&c.; and as these foreign mines are worked entirely by British capital, 
and almost exclusively by British labour, not only does the whole profit 
centre in Great Britain, but likewise, perhaps, nearly two-thirds of the 
high wages paid to the Cornish miners are distributed quarterly to their 
families in Cornwall. 

What reply did Mr. Herries, the then Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
make to Sir Hussey Vivian, when applying to -have repealed the Act al- 
lowing foreign ores to be smelted in this country ?—‘ Are you prepared, 
in these days, to advocate a second Corn Law Bill.”’

I will not dilate on the origin of this dispute, further than to illustrate 
its present aspect. The company has a constitution—imperfect if you 
will, like all such companies—but yet a constitution. It was defended by 
the directors not on the plea of perfection, but on that of its being dan- 
gerous to alter (except from imperative necessity) such laws as were in 
being. Their chairman, however, on one occasion, did concede a change, 
and out of this arises the question now at issue. The agreement under 
which he did so, stipulates that ‘‘the directors shall retain their powers 
till new ones are elected, which shall be after a committee have framed 
new laws, and these have been approved at a general meeting ’’—this 
arrangement was made between two directors present, and the hero ef the 
movement, and a committee was appointed (among other duties) to re- 
commend to the general meeting, such alterations in the laws as they 
thought proper. 

Now, I call your attention, Sir, to the unfair suppression in the very 
first line of your correspondent’s note. ‘‘ A committee was appointed ”’ 
says he, ‘‘to draw up the future regulations of the company’’—this is 
indeed the truth, but not the whole truth, and the portion omitted, is 
just that on which the whole question turns—it is true they were em- 
powered to “‘draw up,” because without ‘‘drawing up,’”’ they would 
have had nothing to ‘“‘recommend,’’ but mark the vast difference which 
the pitiful omission of this word makes. 

It is unfairly insinuated, that the decision of the committee was to be 
final. The fact is, its powers were merely preliminary, and its recom- 
mendations open on all or any parts, to the approval or disapproval of 
shareholders at a public meeting, and hence every proprietor possessed 
an unquestioned right to move an amendment to the whole or any portion 
of the laws, which it placed before him for approval. 

The committee did ‘‘suggest’’ certain laws; the report was 
** received,’ and to afford time for the parties interested to examine pro- 
positions before known only to members of the committee ; and make 
me, Sir, carried in committee by a mere majority—the meeting very 
properly adjourned. To numerous and very large proprietors, the pro- 
posed laws appeared extremely objectionable in every important point— 
just as they had done before to at least three members of the body which 
produced them; and a counter code was drawn up, and, perfect consist- 
ency proposed as an amendment; when the question of approving the 
others came before the meeting it again adjourned, to afford proprietors 
an opportunity of inspecting the new code. On re-assembling on the 
26th of September, the motion for receiving the committee’s laws was 
carried, ‘and a ballot, in accordance with the present rules of the associa- 
tion, was then demanded by a proprietor who favoured the amendment. 

Now, till this ballot is taken, it is utterly impossible to say which set of 
regulations most accords with the wishes of the bond fide shareholders ; 
and yet in defiance of this evident conclusion, in utter subversion of the 
agreement between the old directors and the leader of opposition, which 
stipulates, First, that they s‘all exercise their powers till new ones are 
elected ; and Second, that these shall not be elected till a code of lawsis finally 
approved and settled in open defiance of all this ; I say, in open defiance 
of a protest presented to the chairman in behalf of a party numerically small, 
but who collectively held many—many hundred shares—does this meeting, 
in a most absurd and utterly illegal manner, assume the laws of the 
committee carried in the affirmative, proceed to adopt them seriatim and 
consummate the farce by a so-called election of new directors, inclusive 
of two among the old board, whose discretion, whose management, whose 
very honesty it has been the principal employment of the ‘‘ mountebank ”’ 
who led it to question and denounce. 

Founded on these facts, the true position of affairs is as follows : 

ist. The future code of regulations remain undecided till the ballot has 
been taken. 

and. Till this question is settled, the old directors, by agreement, retain 
their powers. 

3rd. It is hence vested in them to give effect to the ballot. 

4th. As no actual vacancy exists till the laws are arranged; and as this 
can now only be after the ballot has been taken so, as these are still un- 
settled, the nominal election of persons to {fill offices not vacant is absurd, 
legal, and in every sense void. 

In all fair reasoning the above deductions follow, and it comes to my 
knowledge, that they are fally approved bythe constituted legal adviser of 
the company. But independent of the question of legality, can any 
thing be more fair, than that a point of such vital importance as the 
adoption of new laws should be determined by an appeal to the actual 
shareholders, and not intrusted to a show of hands alone. You, Sir, 
must have experienceof many meetings under that most vicious structure— 
the scrip constitution. You must know how easy it is for active and 
impetuous men to collect around them even an overwhelming majority, 
provided their efforts are not met by conduct equally unworthy. Whether 
this most meritorious proceeding has ever been adopted at the British 
Tin Mining Company meetings I leave to be solved by those who are 
accustomed to watch the motions of an organized band, attentive to the 
motions of aleader. That it can be done is at least unquestioned; and 
the only mode of meeting this difficulty is an appeal to the ballot. This 
the legally existing directors are bound to concede to the gentleman who 
demanded it; and this, I am happy to say, it is their intention to carry 
fearlessly into effect; meanwhile, every holder of even five shares, may 
fully inform himself of the merits of the question on which he votes; and 
as an in all probability the result of this ballot will also settle inferentially 
to a large extent, who are to be directors for the succeeding year, it will 
then be seen whether the shareholders prefer adopting laws which places 
them under directorial domination of the most unfair description. And 
still farther, whether they are blind enough to intrust their property to 
the controul of men whose proceedings are now shown by results to have 
had in their origin, their progress, and their end, one sole and only 
motive—that namely, of personal aggrandisement.

THE SAFETY LAMP. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE- MINING JOURNAL. 

Srr,—In your Journal of the 19th of August ult., is a letter from 
Mr. Upton, complaining that we have given an erroneous opinion as to 
the cause of his lamp going out (in an explosive atmosphere), while the 
Davy Lamp continues to burn ; and that such erroneous opinion is calcu- 
lated to mislead. We shall feel really thankful for the opportunity of ex- 
plaining more fully the meaning we intended to convey, lest from our 
endeavours to compress our observations, they may have had any such 
tendency. 

We are well aware that the flame in the lamp of Messrs. Upton and 
Roberts, is for the most part carefully enveloped in the nitrogen and car- 
bonic acid gases—that above and around the wick, excepting only below 
it, the air is quite incapable of supporting combustion ; but we were de- 
sirous of pointing out, that the air coming in to the support of that flame 
gets quite up to it, without alteration ; since being drawn from the bottom 
it has not a fair opportunity of becoming intimately mixed up with, and 
diluted by the smoke, which in a lamp, more especially having a draught 
through it, has a known tendency to fly upwards. We have attributed 
this lamp’s going out from internal explosion, while the Davy Lamp still 
continues burning ; to this circumstance, and if we are in error, we shall 
feel really obliged by Mr. Upton’s explaining to us the true cause, for we 
know of several others, who in common with ourselves, are as yet at a 
loss to account for this going out in any other way than that by which we 
have sought to explainit. Mr. Upton appears, indeed, to be sufficiently 
candid to acknowledge this going out earlier than the Davy, and ably de- 
fends his lamp in this particular, upon the score of humanity to the 
workmen, it being an advantage, in his opinion, that a lamp should cease 
to burn when the atmosphere becomes so strongly impregnated with car- 
buretted hydrogen as to be decidedly unwholesome ; but is he aware how 
| far this quality (whether a defect or not) has operated towards the exclu- 
sion of his lamp, and in mines, where fromits undoubted safety, when in 
a perfect state, it would have otherwise been hailed as little short of a 
blessing ? Mr. Pease, the honourable chairman of the select committee 
upon ‘** Accidents in Mines,”’ referred to by Mr. Upton in his letter, 
confirmed us in few words in the opinion we had previously entertained, 
that this quality must go far towards prescribing but comparatively nar- 
row limits to its usefulness ; and in a conversationfwith Mr. Buddle, at 
the Tavistock Hotel, Covent Garden, so long ago as June, 8, 1836, being 
anxious to learn the then existing state of safety lamps, from so high an 
authority, that gentleman made to Mr. George Bursill the following ob- 
servation :—‘‘ All that science has hitherto done for us, with the single 
exception of the Davy Lamp, is to give us a light that goes out at the 
very point where we most want one.’’ Upon special inquiry, whether 
this observation was intended to apply to the lamp invented by Messrs. 
Upton and Roberts, an answer was received in the affirmative. In re- 
ference to the danger we contemplated as arising from the removal or acci- 
dental breaking of the glass, we by no means intended to convey the im- 
pression that the whole of the air passing in to support the flame, would 
continue to be supplied from the bottom of the lamp, as previous to sach 
contingency, but that some portion of it would still find an entry that 
way, and that in proportion as this was the case, the lamp would be less 
safe than the Davy. It is true that sach danger (if there is any) might 
in some measure be obviated, more particularly in exploring mines, since 
the miner could easily exclude the air that might otherwise pass that way, 
by simply placing his hands, or a part of his coat around the bottom of 
the lamp, until he could obtain a fresh glass ; but we have felt justified in 
pointing out what still appears to us to be a very proper precaution. 

We have seen, and very carefully examined, the lamp alluded to, at the 
Adelaide Gallery, and at Mr. Parker’s, lamp manufacturer, Argyll-place, 
Regent-street, and elsewhere, and although not recently, no doubt in its 
most approved form, so that if altogether mistaken in our opinion, our 
errors can hardly be attributed to carelessness, still more strongly do we 
disclaim any malevolent motives. 

With regard to any observations Mr. Upton may do us the honour to 
make upon our life-lamp, we beg to say, that although we shall derive the 
most heartfelt pleasure in having that gentleman’s approval (if such ap- 
proval can be given consistently with the extensive knowledge he must 
no doubt possess connected with this subject), yet that wherever the safety 
of our inventions is considered at all questionable, we by no means so- 
licit, from any party, even the slightest indulgence. 

We will now, Sir, in as few words as possible, proceed to the description 
of our Double Davy and Proof Davy Lamps. The Double Davy simply 
consists of an additional outer screen of wire gauze, not plac:d close to 
the inner Davy Lamp, as we have frequently seen before, but at some 
distance from it. This outer screen may be of coarser material than the 
inner Davy, and being screwed on to the outer rim of its oil-vessel, not 
only serves the purpose of a shield against any unexpected current, but 
the intervening chamber so formed, affords a great protection against 
the passing of the flame ; while the outer screen, being at all times some- 
what cooler than the Davy within it, is less likely to ignite any combus- 
tible particles accumulating upon it. The danger of any sudden transi- 
tion from one atmosphere to another, is much less with this lamp than 
with the Davy Lamp ; and, if it be desired, the same yrinciple may be 
carried even farther. By this means we obtain a greatly increased safety 
over the Davy Lamp; yet, without the least departure from its principles, 
but in proportion as weseek to obtain such increased safety, our lamp will 
yield a diminished light. Nor is it possible, as we before explained, to 
make any important improvements on the Davy Lamp, without the in- 
troduction either of this or of some other defect. 

A very good modification of the Double Davy Lamp, and less open to 
the objection just named, is to have the lower part of this outer screen 
made of sheet-iron, or brass, with a small lens inserted in it, very similar 
to that now generally placed in front of the Davy Lamp. In our Proof 
Davy Lamps, however, warranted safe in air-currents, it appears to us 
that the three desired improvements, first, of a protection against air-cur- 
rents, and the consequent passing of the flame; secondly, of insuring, 
upon all occasions, a full neutralization of the explosive atmosphere, pre- 
vious to its entering into the interior of the lamp ; and, thirdly, of prevent- 
ing the ignition of any combustible particles falling upon the lamp, have 
all of them been introduced, and in a manner as little objectionable. as 
possible. That these three principles have in fact been added to, without 
in the least infringing upon, the great principles of the Davy Lamp—nor 
is the volume of light diminished to a serious extent, the facility which 
this lamp affords for the efficient use of a reflector, or of reflectors, more 
than counterbalancing perhaps for the partial inclosure of the light, by the 
power it gives of strongly concentrating it upon any given point. 

The Proof Davy Lamp burns.as safely in a strong current of explosive 
atmosphere, as when the explosive atmosphere is quiescent. It consists 
of a tin or copper cylinder, inclosing an inner Davy Lamp, the cylinder 
being about three or four times the diameter of the latter, and extending 
several inches above it. In this cylinder, and immediately fronting the 
wick of the inner Davy, there is inserted a strong glass lens. At the 
back, and directly opposite to the lens, there is a reflector, which can be 
readily unscrewed, in order to clean it; and another reflector is made use 
of in front of the lens. At an interval of about two inches above the 
inner Davy, is inserted a layer of coarse wire gauze, and a second layer 
may be inserted still higher ; but in this case the wire employed 
must not be too fine, or the light will scarcely burn. e Proof Davy 
draws all its air for combustion from above, and its smoke has to pass out 
the same way. The only current at all likely to affect its safety, is a 
downward current ; and against even this it will, it is hoped, be found 
sufficiently provided, since the natural effect of such current, when vio- 
lent, is to beat down the smoke, and so to either wholly (when long con- 
tinued) or otherwise partially extinguish the light, so that an explosive 
mixture never comes into actual contact with the flame. It is evidently 
less portable than the Davy Lamp.

Sir,—That coal pits are not safely lighted while subject to explosive 
pm“ Fb disputed. Any suggestions, therefore, which may 


to prevent such afflictiveevents, will not, I feel assured, find 


‘to me a great error, and one which has led, and must ever lead to mes, 


calamitous results. 

The ventilation of coal pits, it is true, as well as that of other 
cannot be dispensed with, whether it arises naturally or is produced »,' 
ficially. The health of the persons present, if not their lives, austin, 
great degree depend on it; but as to its preventing the ignition of inflam 
mable air, which could only be inflammable from a casual default in, 
object, it is absurd to suppose. Ventilation, especially in coal pits rh 
ever be uncertain in its action, being from local matters, always subject 
contingencies beyond human control. It may by-accident, at any mome 
be demolished or overpowered. Safety lamps were never intended, ag a 
generally allowed, to enable the coal owner to place the working collier 
an inflammable atmosphere, which is invariably an unwholesome ong. 
their only proper object is to guard him against that which the 
uncertainty and limited powers of ventilation leave him exposed to } 
sudden erruptions of inflammable air. I hold, therefore, that the ol 
tilating and lighting coal pits are very distinct matters, and ought 4, 
further to be connected together, than that each should be made as a. 
fect for what it has to do as human means will allow. It must, however, 
be admitted, that the former has advanced much nearer to perfection than 
the latter; for deaths from suffocation are very rare occurrences in cou! 
mines, while from explosions they are very common ones. Here certain} 
the onus is clearly and justly thrown on the lamp. Naked lights | shal] 
not refer to, as they ought in no case to be tolerated—not even in tha 
of using gunpowder—the blasting being the act of an instant, and the 
use of naked lights that of hours, in an atmosphere which may sudden) 
change from a non-explosive to an explosive state. Now, for the remed 4 
I recommend that no lamp be suffered to bear the title of a safety lam 
which would not sustain a proper test of its safety. Let every new fork 
of lamp be submitted at some one of our scientific institutions to a proper 
test. If safety lamps must necessarily in coal pits, no matter how seldom 
be exposed to explosive currents of air, let them be tried by such currents, 
if none can at present be found that will bear strict test, let them no 
longer be called safe; let not a delusion in such a serious matter pass 
unexposed ; for what must the consequences of doing so be—the deaths 
of hundreds who, unacquainted with this (to them marvellous fact), expos 
the miscalled safety lamp to blasts, from which it might, with care, 
often be sheltered. And the prevention of the exercise of human ingenuity, 
to which no limits ought to be fixed in seeking improvement, where it is 
wanted. I again, say, let every lamp, whether a Davy or not, have its 
merits es to the test, and its true character given to the mining commu. 
nity. No safety lamp-maker ought to be the sole judge of the powers of 
his own lamp—look at Davy for example. 

I am, I conceive, Sir, further justified in this opinion, from what passed 
before the Parliamentary committee on their late trial of safety lamps, 
Nine lamps were then exhibited in the full confidence of their makers for 
their perfect safety. What wasthe result? Only one, that of Upton 
and Roberts, stood the test considered necessary, by persons not inclined 
to be very fastidious in such a matter. But for this trial the whole 
would have found their way into coal pits—with what probable conse. 
quences, I need not state. 

To conclude my letter, which I fear is now encroaching too far dn 
your-valuable space, I beg, Sir, to observe that, if the yearly sacrifice of 
the lives of hundreds is no longer to be made to the errors of the dead, 
and the prejudices and morbid sensibility of the living, the truth must at 
once be fold, and fully told, of the Davy Lamp—and the safe lighting of 
coal pits made to depend on something less uncertain than ventilation,

HOUSE OF LORDS. 

MONDAY.

LonpDON AND Bricuton RAiLwAy.—This company have commenced 
their operations on the line which has been marked out from the terminus 
in Church-street. Sir John Rennie and Mr. Rastrick have been perma- 
nently engaged to superintend the execution of the whole. The works on 
the line have been divided into three parts with a resident engineer to each. 
—Brighton Gazette. 

Paris AnD Sr. Germarn Rattway.—This line does not seem to please 
well. Its cost of construction is said to be immense, its terminus inconve- 
nient, and chance of paying well but little. 

Granp Junction Raitway.—The directors of this great undertaking 
are peculiarly unfortunate in their conveyance of passengers. Scarcely a 
week has occurred, since the opening of the line, in which no accidents 
have happened. On Saturday last the first class train, in which was 
Charles Hindley, Esq., M.P., on his way to Ashton, to meet publicly his 
constituents, did not arrive in Manchester till after six o’clock, several 
hours beyond its appointed time—Mr. Hindley was consequently unable 
to address the electors at the hour fixed by his committee. On Wednes- 


at Norton-bridge, near Eccleshall, and detained there for a long time. 
Several cows, belonging to a farmer in the neighbourhood, had strayed 
from their pasture on to the railway, where they lay down, and the night 
being remarkably dark, and there being no policeman in the vicinity, the 
train passed over them, killing four and wounding others.

It seems 
that his Majesty has, not thought like the Independant, that his favours 
should not go beyond the title of simple knight in the case of men to 
whose perseverance and skill Belgium owes the most solid and durable of 
its future prosperity. They may be assured that nobody will envy them 
this honorary distinction, and it will be unanimously acknowledged that 
they have deserved it ; it were to be wished that all favours of this kind 
had been dispensed with equal discernment. 
Gro.ocy.—A M. Tournet has presented a long memoir to the French 
Academy of Sciences, containing his. geological observations in the neigh- 
bourhoed of Arbresle, in which he establishes some well determined affini- 
ties hetween the nature of those rocks which have pierced through the 
upper crust at different periods, as well as their direction, the soil which 
covered them, and their degree of fusibility, as connected with the period 
of eruption. M. Tournet thinks that the trueand only primordial sedi- 
mentary rock is composed of clay-slate, and that this rock, which contains 
the element of mica, being altered or modified in different manners, has 
been transformed into gneiss, mica-slate, &c. He admits four modes of 
alteration : one is calcination, a second trituration, a third the changes 
produced by penetration and cementation, and the fourth is the influence 
of the granite which transforms it into gneiss, by introducing its feldspath 
when in a state of fusion.—Athenewm.
